VVarrant for Town Meeting. 


To C. A, RICHARDSON, a constable of the town of Greenwood in 
the county of Oxfurd:— 


GREETING: In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall 
in Locke’s Mills village in said town on the fifth day of March, 1900, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit:— 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art, 2. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8. To act on the reports of town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a Road Commissioner for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6, To choose one member of the Superintending School 
Committee. 


Art. 7. To choose a Supervisor of Schools for the ensuing year. 
Art. 8. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums ot 
money as muy be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor and to defray all other town charges for the en- 
suing year. 


Art, 10. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for breaking roads. 


4 ANNUAL TOWN REPORT. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to charge interest at the rate 
of six per cent. per annum on all taxes of the current year remaining 
unpaid after the first day of March, 1901, or otherwise. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to make all taxes of the cur- 
rent year payable, March 1, 1901, or otherwise. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to discount three per cent. 
on all taxes of the current year voluntarily paid on or before the first 
day of December next, or otherwise. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay the interest on the town debt and 
school fund for the ensuing year. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
toward paying the town debt. 

Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to buy the office building of 
A. C. Libby for use of the town officers. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to rebuild the abutments of 
the River Bridge near Kinsley’s Crossing aud to raise the money for 
the same. 

Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road from 
David Morgan’s house to where he formerly lived. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
to purchase school bouks for the ensuing year. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the town will grant and raise 
for repairs of schoolhouses and purchase of appliances for the ensu- 
ing year. 

Art. 22. To see if the town will instruct the School Committee to 
maintain a school in District No. 11 or otherwise. 


Art. 23, To see if the town will vote to instruct the School Com- 
mittee to maintain a school in District No. 9 or otherwise. 


Art. 24, To see if the town will vote to accept the list of jurors as 
niade up by the selectmen, town clerk and town treasurer. 


The selectmen give notice that they will be in session for the pur- 
pose of correcting the list of voters in said town and hearing and de- 
ciding upon the applications of persons claiming to have their 
names entered upon said list at Hotel Hall, at uine o’clock in 
the forenoon on the day of said meeting.

In compliance with the requirements of Jaw and a long established 
custom, I hereby submit my annual report of the schools in town for 
the school year just passed. 


In making this report there are many things to feel gratified over, 
and some which are not quite satisfactory, but upon summing up 
the whole work accomplished, I feel that your money bas been judi- 
ciously expended. On looking up one of our old reports, under the 
district system of a few years ago, I find that for that year we had 
an average of 1814 wecks’ schooling at a cost of $1,429.68, whereas 
this year we have had 26 weeks in all our schools at a total cost of 
$1,420.24, and I am of the opinion that we have had as good, if not a 
better class of teachers in our schools, than at that time. With one 
or two exceptions, our school work has gone along very smoothly 
and with but little complaint. We have been very fortunate in se- 
curing good teacliers, and the most of them teachers of experience, 
and we have secured them at a very fair price, which has enabled us 
to have a good amount of schooling for the amount of money which 
we had at our disposal. Visiting by the parents and friends is upon 
the increase, and should continue, until every parent takes interest 
enough in school work, to visit at least once each term. I claim that 
a parent has no just right to criticise any teacher, or school, unless 
he or she has visited the schoo] and had a chance to see for them- 
selves, what is being done. 


I have tried very hard to keep within the appropriations for the 
past year and have succeeded fairly well, although there is much 
more which needs to be done, but cannot be accomplished unless 
money is raised for the purpose. Our school buildings all need to 
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be painted, some very badly. Now it seems to me to be very poor 
policy to let such repairs as need to be done to preserve our. school 
property to be neglected and put off from year to year, as it must 
cost much more in the end to put them in good repair. Now if the 
town does,not feel that we ought to raise money to repaint all of our 
houses, let us raise enough to paint a part of them, this year, and a 
part next, and so continue until we have them all done,

In closing I wish to extend my thanks to the members of the S. 8. 
Committee for their generous support in all matters pertaining to 
school affairs; to the teachers and pupils for their uniform cour- 
tesy and evident desire to do their very best work; to the citizens 
and friends of education for their many kind words and acts, which 
have helped to smooth over many rough places.
